Poultrymen all say that to get 
layers for next winter the chicks 
should foe hatched in March and 
April. Of course winter eggs are 
the ones that bring the good prices 
and that is what we all want. 


. Just now there is a great deal 
of interest in poultry raising. The 
following article may prove h^pful 
to those who are after a heavj 
yield of eggs: 
A great increase in our annual 
egg production 
may 
be 
expected 
when poultrymen and farmers iii 
j general recognize the importance of 
animal feeds in rations for the lay­ 
ing flock. The demonstration of the 
superiority of 
feed 
combinations 
• containing meat scrap, milk and its 
»products, tankage, or fish scrap is 


j one of the most valuable additions 
I to our knowledge of poultry man- 
j agement contributed by th<| United 
I States Department 
of Agriculture 


j and various experiment stations. 
Practically all experimental tests- 
have shown that these feeds will 
greatly stimulate 
egg 
production^. 
The addition of from IO to 25 per 
cent of one of those named would 
in most cases make a remarkable 
difference. Which one of these feeds 
should be listed depends upon lo­ 
cal# conditions and prices. They are 
of about equal value when the pro­ 
tein content is taken into consider­ 
ation. The fish meal and tankage 
have given just as .good results as 
meat scrap. Milk is just as good 
wh^n available at a low cost, and 
fresn buttermilk and skim-milk pro­ 
duce good results. In some sections 
condensed 
buttermilk 
and 
semi­ 
solid butterm ilk have been fed with I 
success. 
In a test extending from Novqiu-1 
ber I to July IO on the govern­ 
ment farm at Beltsville, Md., thirty 
hens 
on 
a 
ration 
without 
meat 
scrap or any animal feed averaged 
seventy-four eggs 
each. 
Another 
flock of thirty hens of the same 
breed during the same period laid 
an average of 113 eggs each, the 
difference of thirty-nine eggs be­ 
ing. attributed to the ration whir ii 
contained meat scrap. Both flocks 
wert out on range whenever the 
weather was favorable, which made 
the difference less than it would 
have been had the birds been kept 
in pens. In a test made by Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment 
Station, animal feeds were shown 
ta have a decided value in the ra­ 
tion of laying hens 
and 
pullets. 
The pullets fed skim-milk averaged i 
140.2 eggs in a year; 
those 
fed I 
meat scrap, 135.9 eggs; and those! 
in the check pen that received no 
animal feed of any kind laid an 
a\erage of only 61.2 eggs. 
It has been shown that it is im­ 
possible to judge the value of a 
hen as a layer unless she has been 
fed a ration that would give her ac 
opportunity to demonstrate her ca­ 
pacity. Pullets that have not yield- } 
e<l profitably because of a ration 
lacking in animal m atter have be­ 
come profitable layers when the de 
feet in the ration was corrected.
